The massive choir of 1,500 voices 
will be directed this year by Sheldon 
Disrud, Choral Director of Fullerton 
College, Fullerton, California. Under 
his direction, the evening will end 
with the awe-inspiring “Hallelujah 
Chorous”. 

Also beginning on Saturday, De- 
cember 18, the Magic Kingdom will be 
extending its operating hours.

After Saturday, January 8, the 
Magic Kingdom will return to normal 
operating hours of 9 am to 7 pm, ex- 
cept for our “Saturday Night at the 
World” series which keeps the gates 
open til midnight every Saturday. 
Elsewhere, our yuletide-themed 
“Holiday Fantasy” musical shows, 
featuring a cast of over 300, will be 
presented in the forecourt of Cin- 
derella Castle daily Monday, De- 
cember 20, through New Year’s Day. 





On December 20-23 and 25-30 the fes- 
tive musical extravaganza will be pre- 
sented at 4 pm, 5:30 pm and 7 pm. On 
Christmas Eve and New Year’s Day 
the show will be staged at 4 pm and 
5:30 pm. 

Overhead, “Fantasy in the Sky” 
fireworks will be blasting-off at 10 pm 
nightly, from December 20 through 
31, except Christmas Eve. 

Another special holiday treat, 
“Fantasy on Parade,” will feature our 
regular characters, an army of Toy 
Soldiers, and Santa himself riding 
high in a toy-filled sleigh pulled by 
eight prancing reindeer. The parade 
will be performed twice daily through 
December 30 (except Christmas Eve) 
at 2 pm and 9 pm on Main Street.

At the Lake Buena Vista Village, 
“The Glory and Pageantry of Christ- 
mas” is being presented nightly 
through Christmas Eve at 8 pm under 
the Captain’s Tower. Using actors 
and actresses, the Christmas Story is 
told in a real-life nativity scene. 

Dickens Carolers will be strolling 
Main Street during the holiday 
period, while many of our regular en- 
tertainment groups will be perform- 
ing throughout the Magic Kingdom, 
including the Kids of the Kingdom, 
Wright Brothers, Nick Russo and 
Gabriel’s Brass, Bob Sanders Shows 
and Michael Iseberg and his Iseberg 
Machine.

MANAGEMENT COURSES
